Toole’s  Perennials  for  Garden  Friendships 


HE  greiit  appeal  of  a home  of  ones  own  is  its  assurance  of  permanence. 


It  is  something  we  are  familiar  with,  something  we  can  depend  on  to 


be  always  just  so.  For  the  Home  Garden,  Hardy  Plants  just  seem  to 
belong,  just  because  they  increase  that  comfortable  feeling  of  permanance, 
and  security. 

How  delightful  it  is  to  discover  the  first  purplish  red  shoots  of  some  old 
friend  coming  through  the  ground  in  the  spring,  to  speculate  as  to  what 
it  is,  if  our  memory  of  location  fails  us,  and  to  dream  of  glories  to  be  dur- 
ing the  spring  and  summer. 

Of  course  there  will  always  be  a place  for  all  the  beautiful  annuals,  but 
it  is  to  the  Hardy  Perennials  we  must  look  for  that  touch  that  makes  the 
garden  a part  of  the  home. 

First  off,  I want  to  correct  the  impression  some  folks  have  about  Hardy 
Perennials.  That  is  that  one  can  just  plant  a Hardy  Plant  and  it  will 
come  up  and  fiower  year  after  year  without  further  attention.  Of  course 
if  you  are  a real  flower  lover  you  would  never  make  such  a mistake.  You 
know  that  all  plants  need  weeding  and  cultivating  and  a little  fussing 
with  them.  In  fact  you  just  couldn’t  help  trying  to  make  your  garden 
friends  comfortable  even  if  you  did  not  expect  them  to  respond  with  added 
beauty. 

All  of  our  plants  had  some  certain  preferences  as  to  soil,  and  shade  and 
drainage  when  growing  wild,  but  practically  all  of  them  do  well  in  our 
gardens  in  almost  any  soil  if  they  have  enough  fertility  and  moisture.  So, 
before  you  plant  your  garden,  be  sure  the  soil  is  well  prepared  and  that 
it  has  been  made  rich  and  fertile.  An  inch  or  two  of  black  dirt  on  top  of 
filled  in  soil  taken  from  the  cellar  excavation  is  not  enough.  Be  sure  that 
plenty  of  well  rotted  manure  is  worked  into  the  soil,  or  if  that  is  not  avail- 
able, make  judicious  use  of  commercial  fertilizer. 

A great  many  perennials  are  quite  hardy  as  far  as  cold,  is  concerned,  but 
do  not  take  kindly  to  a covering  of  ice  which  excludes  air  during  the 
winter,  so  when  planning  and  preparing  your  garden,  make  provision  so 
that  surface  water  will  have  a chance  to  run  off.  All  plants  need  a little 
air  through  the  vrinter,  especially  those  that  retain  some  of  their  leaves 
over  winter,  so  be  car^iful  that  your  winter  pj’otection  does  not  lay  too 
heavily  on  the  plants.  Unless  very  coarse  litter  is  used  as  a covering  ma- 
terial, a little  brush  laid  over  the  plants  first  before  covering  with  leaves 
or  straw  or  marsh  hay  will  be  found  good.  Do  not  cover  in  the  fall  till 
severe  freezing  starts,  perhaps  after  an  inch  of  crust  has  formed.  Do  not 
take  the  covering  off  too  early  in  the  spring  as  it  is  the  alternate  freezing 
and  thawing  in  the  spring  that  often  causes  the  most  damage. 

Keep  the  soil  about  your  plants  cultivated  as  well  as  you  can  as  this 
helps  greatly  in  conserving  moisture.  If  a severe  dry  spell  comes  along 
and  artificial  watering  seems  needed,  do  not  give  the  plants  a little  surface 
sprinkling  every  day  but  soak  the  ground  thoroughly  as  far  as  you  go  and 
then  stir  the  surface  as  soon  as  dry  enough.  Mere  surface  watering  dur- 
ing a dry  time  is  worse  than  no  watering  at  all. 

I would  like  to  write  a lot  more  about  Hardy  Plants,  but  there  is  not 
room  enough,  so  I will  have  to  stop  right  here  this  time.  I would  be  very 
glad  to  have  you  write  me  about  any  special  problems  you  may  have.

HARDY  PERENNIALS 

Varieties  best  suited  for  Cut  Flouers  Marked"^ 

^ACHILLEA  (Milfoil) 

^■Ptarmica,  11.  pL,  The  Pearl.  This  charming  white  flower  is  very  hardy, 
lasting  for  years  without  winter-killing  and  withstanding  the  drought  ad- 
mirably. It  is  a beautiful  plant  in  the  border  and  is  especially  good  for 
cutting.  When  cut  we  And  it  very  attractive  when  used  in  connection 
with  the  bright  yellow  Heliopsis  pitcheriana,  which  flowers  at  the  same 
season.  Seedlings  are  sometimes  offered,  but  as  only  a small  percentage 
of  these  are  double,  true  divided  stock  should  be  insisted  on.  Clusters 
of  button-like  white  flowers  on  a good  cutting  stem.  2 ft.  June  to 
August. 

Millefolium  Roseum.  Rose  pink  flowers,  in  dense  heads.  Good  for  cut- 
ting. 18  inches  high,  flowers  mos-t  of  the  summer. 

AGROSTEMMA  (Rose  Campion  or  Mullein  Pink) 

C/oronaria.  Rosy  crimson,  flowers  in  July.  Silvery  leaves  covered  with 
down.  18-30  inches.  Does  well  in  dry  places. 

ALYSSU3I  (Rock  Madwort) 

Saxatile  Compactum,  Gold  Dust.  Golden  yellow,  flowers  in  April  and  early 
May.  8-12  inches.  Good  for  rockery  or  front  of  border. 

ANCHUSA  (Sea  Bugloss) 

Italica,  Dropmore  Variety.  Rich  gentian  blue.  This  flowers  in  June  before 
the  Delphiniums  and  when  other  blue  flowers  are  scarce.  3-5  feet  high. 

Italica,  Opal.  Much  the  same  as  Dropmore  variety  but  the  flowers  are  of  a 
lighter  blue. 


*ANTHEMIS 

Tincmria  Kelwayii.  Golden  Marguerite.  This  is  a hardy  yellow  margue- 
rite or  daisy  that  is  showy  in  the  border  and  good  for  cut  flowers.  Very 
hardy  and  does  well  in  poor  soil.  15-24  inches.  Flowers  most  of  the 
summer  if  not  allowed  to  seed. 

ARTEMESIA 

*Lactiflora.  Panicles  of  creamy  white  flowers,  most  ornamental  when  in 
bud.  Good  for  a cut  flower  when  used  in  connection  with  other  larger 
flowers,  such  as  Dahlias.  Also  distinct  and  ornamental  in  the  hardy 
border.  Aug. -Sept.  3i/^-4i/^  ft. 

Abrotanum.  Old  Man,  Southernwood.  Fragrant,  flnely  cut  foliage.  No 
old  fashioned  mixed  boquet  was  considered  complete  without  a sprig  of 
Southernwood.  Flowers  inconspicuous. 

Stellariana.  Old  Woman.  Much  like  Southernwood  but  more  dwarf  and 
foliage  is  flner.

AQUILEGIA  (Columbine) 

*Loiig  Spurred  Hybrids.  Mrs.  Scott  Elliotts  Strain.  Beautiful  flowers  in 
many  shades  and  colors,  all  with  long,  graceful  spurs  on  the  flowers. 
These  are  the  most  admired  of  the  Columbines.  These  and  other 
Columbines  are  suitable  for  cutting  as  well  as  the  rockery  or  border. 
They  are  often  in  flower  by  Memorial  Day  with  us.  18-24  inches.  May 
and  June. 

'^Chrysantha.  Bright  yellow,  long  spurred  flowers.  The  latest  to  flower 
and  the  tallest  growing  of  the  Columbines.  30-3  6 inches.  June  and 
scattering  flowers  all  summer. 

Coerulea.  Rocky  Mountain  Columbine.  This  beautiful,  long  spurred  blue 
and  white  variety  is  a general  favorite. 

Canadensis.  Our  native  red  and  yellow  columbine.  Btrong  growing  and 
beautiful.  The  plants  ^ve  send  you  are  not  collected  but  are  carefully 
grown  in  the  nursery. 

Nivea  GrandMora.  White  Columbine.  A strong  growing  white  variety, 
not  long  spurred. 

=^Rose  Queen.  A long  spurred  variety  with  rose  colored  flowers  and  spurs 
and  a w^hite  or  creamy  center.  There  is  some  variation  in  shades  but 
all  are  beautiful.  Apparently  a variation  of  A.  Coerulea. 

Skiimerii.  Mexican  Columbine.  A long  spurred  red  and  yellow  variety 
with  greenish  tips  to  the  spurs.

ASTER  (Michaelmas  Daisy) 

Acris.  Forming  a dense  mass  of  small,  light  blue  flowers,  in  September. 
2 4 inches  high. 

Mixed  seedlings  in  many  shades  of 
purple,  lavender,  red  and  pink,  which  are  the  result  of  many  years  of 
selection  and  experiment  of  Wm.

Novae  Belg'i,  Climax.  A very  large  flowered,  light  blue  aster.  One  of 
the  few  hardy  asters  suitable  for  cutting  as  well  as  the  border.  Small 
plants,  very  attractive  for  decorative  effect  when  potted.  4-5  feet.

Cordata,  Tree  CelancVne.  The  large  light  green  leaves  give  a striking  ef- 
fect where  a bold  subject  is  desired.  Buff  colored  panicles  of  flowers 
in  June  and  July.

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BOLTONIA  (False  Chamomile) 

'^Asteroides.  This  beautiful  plant  flowers  about  the  same  time  as  the  wild 
asters  and  looks  very  much  like  them.  The  flowers  are  somewhat  use- 
ful for  cutting  though  the  petals  have  a tendency  to  curl  up  if  not 
handled  carefully.  Its  greatest  value  is  as  a plant  in  the  border  where 
in  September  a mass  of  it  in  bloom  looks  like  a snow  bank.  To  keep 
the  Boltonia  in  good  condition  clumps  should  be  divided  and  reset  every 
spring  or  at  least  every  other  year.  Handled  in  this  way  they  will  last 
for  years.  Color,  white.  5-6  feet.  Blossoms  in  September.  Divisions. 
Latisquama.  The  growth  of  this  species  is  a little  more  upright  than  Aster- 
oides  and  the  flowers  slightly  larger.  The  color  is  lavender  pink,  about 
the  shade  of  an  America  Gladiolus.  It  will  stand  up  as  a cut  flower 
fairly  well,  better  than  Asteroides,  and  is  quite  useful  as  a cut  flower  on 
some  occasions.  As  a border  plant  it  gives  a beautiful  variety.  Laven- 
der pink.  3-5  feet.  September-October.  Divisions. 

BUDDLEIA  (Summer  Lilac) 

*Variabilis  Magnifica.  Lilac  colored  panicles  4 to  6 inches  long.  Blossoms 
from  July  to  September.  Really  a shrub  in  character.  Best  results  are 
obtained  by  starting  young  plants  from  cutting  each  spring  in  green- 
house. Very  suitable  for  cutting. 

CAMPANULA 

•^Aledium.  (Canterbury  Bells).  These  are  biennials.  They  make  a bril- 
liant show  in  the  garden  and  are  also  gently  forced  in  the  greenhouse  for 
spring  pot  plants.  Valuable  for  cutting.  Strong  plants,  mixed  colors. 
=^Medium  Calycanthema  (Cup  and  Saucer).  Mixed  colors.  Beautiful  form 
of  Campanula  Medium  but  do  not  force  so  successfully. 

Carpatica  (Carpathian  Hare  Bell).  Compact  tufted  plants,  about  9 inches 
tall.  Flowers  from  June  to  August.  Color,  blue.  For  rockery  or  front 
of  border. 

*Persi‘caefolia  Alba  (Peach  Bells).  The  waxy  white  flowers  of  this  variety 
are  most  valuable  for  cutting,  as  well  as  attractive  in  the  border. 
*Persicaefolia.  Blue  Peach  Bells.  Same  as  above  but  the  flowers  are 
blue. 

Rotundifolia.  Harebell.  Nodding  bell  shaped  blue  flowers  on  slender  wiry 
stems.  The  plants  we  offer  are  all  nursery  grown  though  it  is  native  here 
both  on  poor  sandy  soil  and  on  the  very  brinks  of  steep  quartzite  cliffs. 
18-24  in.  June  and  July. 

Tracheliuni.  Coventry  Bells.  Purple  flowers,  2-3  ft.,  June  and  July. 

CENTAURE A ( Cornflower ) 

^Montana.  Blue.  Much  like  the  blue  Bachelor’s  Button,  but  the  flower 
and  stem  are  heavier.  24-3  0 inches.  May  and  June. 

Dealbata.  Rose  colored  flowers.  24-30  inches.  June  and  July. 

CHRYSANTHEMU3I  (Moonpenny  Daisies) 

As  a class,  white  daisies  are  one  of  the  most  useful  flowers  for  those  de- 
siring a quantity  of  cut  flowers.  They  are  free-flowering,  lend  themselves 
well  to  a great  variety  of  artistic  decorative  uses  and  nearly  everybody  loves 
daisies.  By  planting  some  of  each  kind  of  daisies  we  offer,  flowers  may  be 
had  from  the  latter  part  of  May  to  September.  The  white  field  daisy  is  now 
the  official  emblem  of  the  American  Legion.

Latifoliimi.  Flowers  here  early  in  July,  soon  after  the  June  Marguerite  is 
past  its  prime,  and  if  given  reasonable  care  will  supply  cut  flowers  till 
into  September.  Grows  3 to  4 feet  high,  and  makes  quite  a bushy  plant. 
Flowers  not  quite  so  large  as  Shasta  Daisy,  but  the  stems  are  stiffer. 
Hardier  than  Shasta  Daisy.  This  is  not  a new  variety  but  its  full  value 
does  not  seem  to  be  appreciated.  Stands  hot  weather  well. 


*Leucanthemum  (Memorial  Daisy).  Usually  in  flower  in  this  latitude  by 
Memorial  Day.  Can  be  had  in  flower  before  that  date  by  growing  in  a 
protected  position  or  in  a deep  frame.  When  forced  moderately  it  blooms 

freely  in  March.  Very  hardy, 
flowers  freely  on  long  stems.  Not 
so  large  as  iShasta  Daisy,  but  de- 
sirable because  of  its  earliness. 
White  daisy,  yellow  center. 


^>Iaximum  (June  Marguerite) . This 
variety  is  valuable  because  it  fills 
in  the  gap  between  the  Memorial 
Daisy  and  the  Shasta  Daisy,  thus 
providing  a continuous  succession 
of  daisies  for  weeks.  There  is  no 
flower  better  known  than  the 
Daisy  and  they  are  easily  grown. 
The  kinds  we  list  will  give  you 
Daisy  flowers  from  late  May  to 
August.  We  strongly  recommend 
to  our  friends  our  varieties  of 
Daisies.  They  are  favorites  with 
us  and  we  believe  will  be  favor- 
ites with  you. 


Shasta  Daisy  Alaska 


* Shasta  Daisy  Alaska.  The  Shasta 

Daisy  is  very  well  known  to  all 
flower  lovers.  It  was  originated 
by  Luther  Burbank.  Large  white 
flowers  with  yellow  centers.

^Barbatus  (Sweet  AVilliam.)  This  is  one  of  the  old  favorites  of  the  Old 
Fashioned  Garden.  With  care  it  will  last  as  a true  perennial  but  is  gen- 
erally grown  as  a biennial.  Some  of  the  solid  color  kinds  such  as  New- 
port Pink,  white  and  scarlet,  are  useful  as  cut  flowers  and  no  really  Old 
Fashioned  Garden  is  complete  without  a row  or  group  of  Sweet  William.

^^Xewport  Pink.  Watermelon  Pink. 

^AVhite. 

* Scarlet. 

Latifolius  Atrococcineus. 

*Pluniarius  (Hardy  Garden  Pink).  Beautiful  clove  scented  flowers  in 
white  and  many  shades  of  pink.  Profuse  bloomers,  which  are  useful 
for  cutting  as  well  as  furnishing  a bright  spot  in  the  Hardy  Garden  dur- 
ing June.  Mixed  colors,  double  and  single. 

*Her  Majesty.  A pure  white  variety  of  Hardy  Garden  Pink. 

^Horner.  A double  deep  pink  variety,  with  darker  center. 

^Red  Grenadin.  Brilliant  double  scarlet  carnation  flowers  in  late  June 
and  early  July.  Delightfully  clove-scented. 

Caesiius.  (Cheddar  Pink.)  Single  pink  flowers  for  rockery.  6-10  inches. 
May  and  June,  fragrant. 

Deltoides.  (Maiden  Pink.)  Small  bright  rose  flowers  in  profusion. 
For  rockery  or  front  of  border.  6 in.,  June. 

Segu^eri.  Rosy  purple,  June,  1 ft. 

COREOPSIS  (Tickseed) 

^Lanceolata.  One  of  the  most  useful  Hardy  Plants  for  cut  flowers.  If 
not  allowed  to  form  seeds  it  will  keep  up  a succession  of  flow^ers  for 
cutting  from  June  through  most  of 
the  summer.  It  is  easily  hardy  for 
the  first  wunter  and  will  often  live  for 
a number  of  years  if  not  allowed  to 
form  seeds.  It  gives  clean  cutting 
stems  12-16  inches  long  and  the  flow- 
ers are  held  well  erect  on  the  stems. 

Bright  yellow.  Two  to  three  feet. 

June  to  August.  Heavy  plants. 

* DELPHIXIUM  ( Larkspur ) 

Probably  there  is  no  one  flower  that 
seems  so  essential  in  the  Hardy  Gar- 
den as  the  Delphinium  in  its  many  va- 
rieties. The  range  of  color  is  from 
white  through  many  shades  of  blue  to 
purple.  They  give  just  the  touch  of 
statliness  and  dignity  which  makes 
the  Hardy  Garden  so  attractive. 

♦Belladonna  ( Everblooming  Larkspur). 

If  supplied  with  plenty  of  moisture. 

Delphinium  Belladonna  often  flowers 
three  times  during  the  summer,  pro- 
vided the  old  growth  is  cut  away  when 
the  old  flowers  have  withered.  Be- 
cause of  the  loose  arrangement  of  the  flowers  on  the  flower  stalk,  this
